REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The applicant argues that Hamada fails to disclose limits on how much of the payload is scrambled. The applicant argues that 
Hamada discloses scrambling and descrambling of an entire payload, not a central portion thereof, much less a central portion 
being surrounded by an unscrambled portion. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Hamada discloses that the PIP is followed 
by a scrambled control portion of two bits [column 7, lines 58-591. Therefore, the examiner asserts that Hamada discloses limits 
on how much of the payload is scrambled. The examiner asserts that descrambler 12 determines whether or not the portion of 
the payload is scrambled. The descrambler descrambles the scrambled portion. The applicant argues that Norr fails to disclose 
a single digital data stream that comprises both scrambled and unscrambled data packet. The examiner agrees with this 
argument. However, Norr was not used to teach this feature. Norr was used to teach encrypting some of the packets..
